Sad to say that this holy office, the highest mortal man can aspire 
to, is at times spoken of as a burden that has been condescendingly and 
reluctantly assumed, and not as a boon 
gratefully received. To judge from tafk 
who seem to think that for them to ha the mi 
sacrifice of self so complete and of such an high order, that 
God nor men can ever sufficiently thank them for the surrender; 
over, that, had they chosen another avocation, riches and 
have come to them as of a certainty, whilst now they are poor and 
unknown. Verily, they have their reward—have it in such pleasure 
as their own self-conceit can afford them, and in nothing beyond. 


Not so we, Brethren; no; and as I trust, not one of us. But and 
if with upright hearts we esteem ourselves to be the Lord’s unprofitable 
servants, and if we ate sincerely thankful to Him for the office we have 
received from His hands, then will the very fact that His indulgent 
mercy has retained and sustained us in the work constrain us to repent 
our many shortcomings, to ask for forgiveness, and to resolve, God 
helping us, henceforth to devote ourselves more fully and faithfully to 
the furtherance of His royal cause. 


Thus resolved, and to accomplish our purpose, we shall need, and 


we should pray for, an adequate estimate of the (rust we are charged 
with; or, and more particularly, a correct conception of its end and 
aim, a living consciousness of its supreme sanctity and glory, and a 
holy dread of the responsibility attending its discharge—a _ responsi- 
bility the greater because our appointment to the work is ome of grace. 
Accordingly, let us magnify our office in every phase it may present itself 
to us; and however by reason of our many infirmities we may fail in 
efficiency, leastwise let us not in any way dishonor it, “giving no offence 
in anything, that our ministry be not blamed, but in all things approv- 
ing ourselves as ministers of God”; and this the more so for the reason 
that by reproach brought upon our person and position an additional 
stumbling block is placed in the gospel’s way to the hearts of them 
that hear us. Wherefore, all needless and heedless giving of offence 
should be scrupulously avoided and we should prayerfully see to it, 
each one for himself and for others, that in nothing-— even down to 


the mere appearance of evil—our stewardship be defamed in the cyed 
of men.

held in by his congregation. 

And now another matter. Trial sermons, so-called, have always 
been objected to among us, being considered as inconsistent with our 
doctrine of the call. Now if this our position is reasonable and right, 
the question arises: How are we to judge of visits made and ser- 
mons preached following the receipt of a call but before its acceptance 


‘or declination is decided on? If it is contrary to good churchly order 


for a congregation to see and hear the man it is advised to call to its 
pastorate, then I fail to see how it can be proper for the person called 
to inspect the field and its premises before he makes up his mind, 
whether or not he will go and establish himself there. Brethren let 
us be fair; above all, let us beware of making the impression as if in a 
matter so entirely sacred the will of our Lord hinged on and were 
to be discerned from “modern conveniences, pleasant environments, 


and the like.”

plied by relatives and friends. We have made it a rule that 
be done, cither wholly or in part, wherever possible. 

As we were compelled to pay tuition for our children in the 
school and this school did not offer the advantages of a Christian 
cation we opened a school of our own, placing it under the care of 
Albert Vilbrandt a graduate of our Normal School at Woodville. In 
September Mr. A. Freitag another graduate of Woodville will take 
charge of the school. The school opened with 17 children and now 
numbers 22. 

For reasons of economy we have combined the kitchen, dining 
and laundry arrangements of both institutions. As this arrangement 
proven quite satisfactory we would ask Synod also to combine the appro- 
priations for maintenance, thus simplifying our bookkeeping. 

Both institutions are under the efficient direction of Sister Fredericke 
Ostermann who is assisted by two other Sisters) We hope in the near 
future to secure the services of an additional Sister. o«

1. As soon as a missionary has entered upon his duties, he should 
report the date on which he began his work and the amount the field 
agrees to contribute towards his support the first year.

If this is neglected, further payment — 
is to be withheld. (Instruction of Joint Synod.) 

8. Each missionary shall report to the Board as follows: 


a.) Duwing the month of January he shall fill out and return a 
report blask furnished: for the purpose and give an account 
of the work of the previous year. 


b.) During the months of April and October he shall, by letter 
briefly report on the state and progress of the work. 

c.) One mouth prior to the meeting of his synodical district he 
shall fill out and return a blank furnished him for the purpose

d.) Once a year he shall send a letter for publication in our church 
papers.

In addition to the $61,295.23, received by way of regular contri- . 
butions, $10,000.00 were raised through the efforts_of “The Wheeling 
Delegation” for the purpose of cancelling the mission debt.— The case : 
is deserving of special mention, and,-though the facts are now well = a 
known throughout Synod, we desire to place them on record here. | 
. When, in December, 1909, it became apparent that, on account of 
the obligations already assumed and additional appropriations, becom- 
ing necessary, in answe? to urgent appeals, the old debt resting on the 
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mission treasury would. be increased by July 1, 1910, to the sum of 
about $10,006.00, the Board, with the consent of the General President, 
decided in April, 1910, to issue a call for 1,000 volunteers to assume 


one or more shares of $10.00 each in order to raise $10,000.00 and wipe 


out the entire debt. 

The first Missionary Conference, which met in Columbus, O., in 
February, 1910, having been informed of the situation, requested the 
Mission Board to place imto the hands of the lay-delegation from 
Wheeling (Messrs. H. C. Bayha, A. E. Schmidt, T. F. ‘ 
Doepken) the work of raising these funds. The Board complied with 
the request. After announcing the plan to the pastors and teachers of 
Synod by means of a circular sent out in April, the “Wheeling Dele- 
gation” published its first appeal in the Standard and Kirchenzeitung of 
May 7, 1910,—The result was positively astonishing. Our people re- 
sponded with unheard-of eagerness. By July 2, 1910, $10,000.00 were 
delivered by the “Wheeling Delegation” to the mission treasurer. — The 


debt is wiped out.—For the first time in 20 years we “owe no man . 


We are filled with gratitude to Almighty God who has so moved our 
people’s hearts as to make this possible, and wish to thank the brethren 
of “The Wheeling Delegation” and Pastors A. W. Werder and P. J. 
Mackensen, the Editors of the Standard and Kirchenzeitung, and every- 
one who has prayed, worked and given to bring about the liquidation 
of our mission debt.

Proposition of the Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States to the 
‘Hermannsburg Mission Board. 


In view of the growing desire among us to establish and undertake 
a foreign mission of our own, and whereas our attention has been called 
to the fact that it would hardly be possible for you without assistance 
adequately to care for your extended mission field in India, we herewith 
request the Board of the Hermannsburg Mission to transfer to us @ 
portion of its field in India together with the stations belonging’ thereto. 

We on our part are ready under the following conditions to assume 
the work in such field and to labor in a“friendly and fraternal relation 
by the side of and, so far as practicable, together with the Hermanns- 
apbullding ond ‘extension of the kingdam of God 
among the heathen: - 

1. shall pay to the Misses 
the value of the property which the Hermannsburg Mission transfers 
to the Ohio Synod, the valuation to be determined by appraisement on 
the part of a non-partisan commission. In case the Ohio Synod should 
for any reason desire or feel compelled to withdraw from the field the 
Hermannsburg Mission shall have the first opportunity to assume again 
the transferred territory and property under the same conditions. 

2. In order to safeguard and promote brotherly unity and avoid 
possible friction. the missionaries and missionary helpers of the Ohio 
Synod shall be placed under the corresponding rules obtaining in the 
Hermannsburg Mission after such rules have been examined and ap- 
proved by the representatives of the Ohio Synod.

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COMMUNICATIONS AND PETITIONS. 


FROM THE HONORABLE SYNOD OF IOWA. 


(in translation by C. H. L. S.) 
With reference to the wish of the Ohio Synod to be favored with an 
official declaration setting forth the relation.of the Synod of Iowa to the 


_ General Council, we mawe that the desired answer be given in the follow- 
ee President Richter. 


The Synod of lowa has from the beginning considered the confes- 
sional basis of the General Council as perfectly satisfactory, and it might 


have joined the latter as a member at the time of the Council’s organi- 


zation had not questions of churchly practice and principles therein im- 
plied contradicted said confessional basis. Iowa therefore assumed an 
expectant friendly relation to that body, and our delegates had but the 
privilege of the floor. But this relation included church fellowship; and 
of this .our delegates availed themselves in the pulpit and at the altar. 
When in 1875 the Galesburg rule was adopted, the last obstacle to con- 


nection with the General Council was, in principle, removed. Thereupon 


the Synod of Iowa had to decide whether it would join the Council or 
not. On the one hand it was emphasized that the Galesburg rule was 
being by many disregarded, and on that account membership could not 
be thought of; others maintained that violations of the confessional basis 
and of its practical realization were iticidental within the church visible 
everywhere, and that it would become us not to sit in pharisaic judg- 
ment but rather to bear with weaknesses. Thus it came about that at 
a convention of our General Synod held in 1885 a motion was made to 
connect. with the General Council. The motion was rejected; neverthe- 
less the Iowa Synod declared that nothing of a confessional nature pre- 
vented such a connection, but that it had become a question merely of 
convenience and expediency. Soon thereafter the exchange of delegates 
was discontinued; though as occasion offered church fellowship was still 
retained. Thus e. g. Dr. H. W. Roth preached at the funeral of Dr. G. 
Fritschel, and again at that of Dr. S. Fritschel; and aside from this there 
have undoubtedly been other cases of pulpit fellowship. If Synod has 
had reasons, arid has them still, not to consummate its connection with 
the General Council, it nevertheless recognized the Council as-a part of 
the orthodox Lutheran Church of America: it deplores the “cases” which

And here the 
term creed is neither mentioned nor explained, nor is the most familiar 
name, Apostles’ Creed, even mentioned.—In general, the text being a trans- 
lation of the rather scholastic German, a great number of terms are used 
which require explanation, not always forthcoming. Just one more: qu. 
384, in the definition of sacrament, the terms, visible means and treas- 
ures of the Gospel, are used but not explained. 

If Luther strove after simplicity in his Small Catechism, why should 
we not also strive after such a simple form of explanation of it that 
every “Hans hinter dem Ofen” can grasp it? Why, on the other hand, 
should pupils be discouraged, or pastors be compelled to conduct a class 
in study of needless words and phrases, instead of imparting the so much 
needed truths and precepts? | 

Give us a simpler catechism, the same truth, all of it needed, but

Other 
and larger Synods find two seminaries sufficient to meet their 
wants under otherwise similar circumstances. Why then should 
we have more? It was even urged by some that we should have 
but one theological seminary in view of the advantages referred 
to. On the other hand,. it was stated that the adoption of this 
item would be unfair to the seminaries at Olympia and Hickory, 
as it would imply that the doors of the latter are to be closed 
~atonce. To this the reply was made that such is not the inten- 
tion of those who advocate the adoption of the item. What | 
they wish to bring about is to make clear as to what our aim 
shall be in this important matter. The discussion of the item 
ended in the adoption of a resolution that the entire matter be 
‘referred to the Districts for thorough discussion. 

Item two was adopted. In the discussion of this item it 
was urged that we should come to a definite conclusion as to 
what we mean by a college. Do we mean to follow the commer- 
cial spirit of the age and establish a-polytechnic institution and 

multiply the number of courses that the students may pursue, 
-or do we wish to have a college that will furnish our young men 
a good general education and especially a thorough training by

Although this 
leads to the conclusion that there are, as a matter of principle, 
no. obstacles in the way to prevent a mutual pulpit and altar fel- 
lowship between us, we are nevertheless of the conviction that 
in the meantime such fellowship should be abstained from on all 

_ sides, inasmuch as the opinion prevails among us that certain 
points of difference pertaining to minor questions of. doctrine 
as well as of practice call for a more careful examination. 

In order that this latter may be done we hold that con- 
ferences between the two Synods should be continued, and this 
by means of committees appointed for the purpose.

clearly in the matters under consideration and avoid, if possible, 
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take up for discussion those questions in connection with the 
in our own synodical body. It was thought-that in this way all 
misgivings and doubts might be removed and full harmony and 
concord attained among ourseives. 

As such a point the distinction made in Thesis I. between 
the visible and the invisible church was mentioned; in .reference 
to which it was claimed that it is impossible to make such a 
distinction with regard to one and the same thing taken in the 
same sense. To this the reply was made that the distinction 
‘made in the Thesis is necessary in order to counteract the two 
extremes of Romish materialism on the one hand and of Re- 
formed spiritualism on the other. The church is invisible in its 
essence, but it cannot be separated from the use of the means 


of grace. We need our infallible work by which to recognize - 


the church’s existence, in order that we may engage in com- 
mon worship and in doing the work which Christ has given His 
_Church on earth to perform. No one can see the Church in its 
entirety as the communion of saints, as this embraces all be- 
lievers scattered all over the world as well as the redeemed in 
glory, but the assemblies of Christians can,-be seen in local 
congregations or Synods, and we recognize them as such by 
their making a right use of the means of grace, the Word and 
the Sacraments. That a thing may be both visible and invisible 
may be illustrated by referring to man himself. As to one of 
his essential constituents — his soul —he is invisible, but he is 
visible as to his body. Even so the Church is invisible as to the 
faith of the heart, but visible in the use of the mean of grace 
and in the confession of its faith in its worship and work. 

' Another point to which exception is taken by some brethren 
is the statement in Thesis IV with reference to open questions, 
especially item d, which failed of passage in one of our Dis- 
tricts. In defence of the Thesis: it was argued tha: we must 
admit that there are matters referred to in the Scriptures in the 
interpretation of which absolute agreement has not been and 
probably cannot be reached even among Christians who other- 
_ wise believe and confess the same doctrines. Take, for ex- 


ample, the question as to: whether John the Baptist in- prison 
Was in doubt when he sent his disciples to Jesus to ask, “Art 
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thou He that should come, or do we look for another?” Many 
theologians say he was in doubt, many others say that he was 
not. So with reference to Rev. 20, 1-6 some are of the opinion 
that St. John’s vision has already been fulfilled, others think 
that it is yet to be fulfilled or is being fulfilled in the present 
era. In the face of such circumstances who does not admit that 
there are questions that even our own great scholars do not 
answer in the same way? Shall we on that account refuse to 
acknowledge them as orthodox? Shall we insist on absolute 
agreement here as a basis of pulpit and altar fellowship? Where 
would such insistence end? At the same time, of course, we 
should strive in the fear of God to see eye to eye on all mat- 
ters revealed in the Holy Scriptures. : 

So far as the honorable Synod of Iowa is concerned we 
should guard against showing unwarranted suspicions that may 


_ have been engendered in the minds of some by the declarations 


and actions of the Missouri Synod in its dealings with the men 
of Iowa. Our experiences with Missouri should teach us that 
our own Synod now.
